“Were your grandparents, or possibly your great-grandparents, Irish?” 
The ordinary Canadian resident mayyretort: "What has that got to do with 
it; Ireland is not a nation. It is even less a nation than Canada. Canada 
enjoys not only full self-government, but it is a member of the League of: 
Nations on a basis of entire equality with all other nations, which Ireland is 
not,’ ; 

The logical force of such an answer is, however, entirely los t upon the 
Government of Canada. Residents of this Dominion may be classified as 
Irish, or Scotch, or Welsh, or Hottentot, or Chinese, or Turks—anything 
almost but Canadian, even though it is necessary to go back prtor to the 
days of Jacques Cartier to find out some remote ancestor born outside the 
‘boundaries of the Dominion in order to fix some mationality. upon native- 
born Canadians. \ 

This is not a far-fetched description, because the writer has personal 
knowledge of an instance where a Canadian-born citizen informed the cen- 
sus enumerator that he had no: knowledge of any ancestors but those whose 
place of birth was Canada, and who was, therefore, recorded by the cnum- 
erator as “Nationality unknown.” ¢ 

Yet our politicians and statesmen boast of Canada as a nation., In 
rounded periods-and with greattloquence they dwell upon this Dominion’'s 
place among the nations, and the prominent part it plays in the councils 
of the League of Nations. On all sides exhortations are heard of our duty 
to Canadianize our new settlers from “foreign” lands. The Canadianizing 
of all peoples within our bounds is urged as a foremost Canadian duty and 
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when it is‘very difficult really to say 
that the pain that is being suffered is 
a toothache, although almost every- 
one thinks that there would be no 
difficulty: whatever in recognizing ‘this 
particular form of pain. ;

wards, Senior British Trade Commis- 
sioner, Montreal?in reply to a request 
for his views. on this important change 
in our importing~system, to enable 
Canadian customers to. know _just 
what goods: they*are buying.  “Ex- 
amples of foreign goodsmasquerading 
as British or Canadian are continual- 
ly being brought to my -notice. . Some 
of these deceptions are. of no mo- 
ment; and some are made innocently, 
such as the Japanese manufacturer 
who arks his goods with the word 
“Nippon.” Nippon is their native 
word for Japan, but probably to most 
people it appears as the registered 
trade name of a Canadian or British 
maker.” ue 

“Other cases of improper marking 
are intentionally fraudulent,” contin- 
ued Capt. Edwards, “such as the 
marking of German manufacture 
with English names, and the names of 
I get not a few sam- 
ples of German manufactures, for in- 
ptance, with the name ‘Shefficld’ on 
Jhem, as if they came .from the cele- 
‘brated cutlery centre. That is the 
rankest: kind of fraud, done deliber- 
ately to mistead buyers. At one time 
Jt was possible ‘to.detect the fraud, 
If one was acquainted with the ap- 
pearance of German printing. which, 
even in Roman type, is different to 
English; but some German printers 
have secured fonts of English type, so 
that means of detection goes, and as 
they have learned the need of using 
good English translaters it is often 
not possible to see even from their 
catalogues where the goods ‘were 
nade. 

“As the minister of finance remark- 
ed, in his budget speech, thé Canadian 
has aright to know from 
whom they are buying, and if you-go 
into any store and ask for Canadian 
pr British goods you will quickly find 
In the 
ramifications of business, goods_.pass 
from. one merchant to another, and 
finally to the retailer, “who cannot 
possibly tell, in-many cases, where the 
goods he shas on-his shelves were 
made. 

“In Canada I like to’buy Canadian 
goods, and do whenever I can find 
them, but it is at present very hard 
ivork to do so; and sometimes-I ac- 
cept things as Canadian which eyen- 
tually'turn out tebe American. manu- 
facture. We haye to. support our 
own manufacturers, Canadian as well 
as British, since on,them depends the 
livelihood of so many of.us.” The 
more foreign goods’ we buy, the less 
we can make ourselves, and the result, 
if persisted in, would be the extinc- 
tion of British as well as~Canadian 
manufacturing industry. 

“When the marking regulations 
comes into force all goods made 
abroad will be. marked legibly in Eng- 
lish or French with the names of the 
country they aresmade in, to prevent 
chance>of injury. Some will be 
stamped, others branded, while things 
that cannot be so marked will bear 
labels. When the regulations_are in 
{ull working order you will be able to 
telt Canadian goods because they will 
bear no-country of origin marking. 
Imports, on the pther hand, will all 
bear the necessary*mark, and to en- 
sure that they-do so are, I understand, 
to be examined by Canadian Custoims, 
and without any chance of the mark 
being altered here, after importation. 


“For awhile British and other man-| 


ufacturers abroad_ will experience 
someé little confusion,” said Capt. Ed- 
wards in conclusion, “and they will 
certainly be put to some expense: in 
making arrangements for marking 
their product, but they recognize in 
the United Kingdom that it will he 
very much to their advantage in the 
long run,.and-are getting ready ~to 
comply with the Catadian require- 
nients in this respect, ‘Those who by 
accident or design neglect to mark 
their product as laid dawn wil! be 
quickly brought to book by Canadians 
Customs, who are to: hold’ unmarked 
goods, mark them-at the in.porters 
expense, and levy an extra duty of 10 
per cent. on them.”

Storing Apples in Gas 


New System Said to be Superior to 
Cold Storage. 


In storing apples there is a very 
interesting alternative to cold storage, 
known as “gas storage.” The apples 
are placed in an airtight chamber fill- 
ed with the gas produced by the “res- 
~piration” of the apples themselves, An 
electrical instrument is used to deter- 
mine whether at any time the propor- 
tion of carbon dioxide in this gas bee 
comes excessive, and when that condi- 
tto’ occurs air is admitted to dilute 
the gas. The air is*kept in slow cir- 
culation by its own temperature vari- 
ations and means are (aken to remove 
excess of moisture. It is stated that 
this system doubles the time during 
which apples can be kept in good con- 
dition, and that/the cost of working is 
very ‘much below that of any kind of 
cold storages: The merits of the. sys- 
tem are being closely studied, by the 
British Investigation Board_.
